Washington, July 29—The War De- 
partment has issued an order of vital 
importance to the managers and artists 
playing the Liberty Theater Circuit. 


It was officially announced today 
from Washington by R. R. Smith, di- 
rector of Liberty theaters, of the 
War Department, Commission 
Training Camp Activities, in the fol- 
lowing bulletin: “I am pleased to 
report that the War Department is 
sending out a general order to all Com- 
manders to the effect that every camp 
will give assistance to the Liberty 
theaters by providing necessary trans- 
portation for all properties from sta- 
tion or town to the camp and return, 
also providing ambulances or trans- 
portation service for personnel of 
shows from the hotel in the city ad- 
joining the camp to the theater a:id 
return.” 


This order will greatly reduce the 
cost of production by managers, and 
will provide comfortable means of 
transportation to artists. 


The Quartermaster of each camp will 
detail all necessary trucks, ambulances 
and autos to Liberty theater managers.

FOREST PARK, 
CHICAGO, I$ 
SWEPT BY DIS- 
ASTROUS FIRE 


One-Fifth of Big West Side 
Resort Is Wiped Out 


Losses Mount High in Thou- 
sands, With No Insurance 


Park Management Continues 
Business As Usual 


Chicago, July 27.—Tho fire destroyed 
one-fifth of spacious Forest Park, the 
West Side’s largest amusement resort, 
at 3:30 a.m. Thursday morning, Paul 
Heinze and his plucky associates, with 
admirable equanimity, arranged things 
so that the park opened as _ usual 
Thursday afternoon. 

The visitors, many of whom were 
drawn by curiosity, found the charred 
remains of what had once been rides 
and attractions in some part of the 
park, but the area is so large and the 
attractions are so many that plenty 
of amusement devices were still in con- 
dition to entertain the throngs. 

The fire started in the boiler rooms 
of the swimming pool, and rapidly 
spread to adjoining structures. It was 
discovered by a park policeman, who 
hurried to the home of Manager Paul 
Heinze near the main gate. His six- 
teen-year-old daughter, Marga Heinze, 
was first to hear the cries. and aroused | 
her father, who sounded the alarm. The 
girl proved herself a heroine when she | 
hurried to a burning stable at the 
southern part of the grounds and led 
out her pet pony. 

Chas. Zimmerman and three assist- 
ant night watchmen were in the park 
when the fire broke out, but, by the 
time they discovered the flames, the 
fire had made considerable headway. 

It was at first believed the en- 
tire resort would be wiped out, fear 
being entertained that the village of 
Forest Park would be the scene of a 
holocaust. This was accentuated by the 
fact that the fire quickly burned the 
covered swimming pool, cutting the 
park’s source of water supply. Fire 
departments from the villages of Oak 
Park, Austin and other suburbs came 
to the rescue, but the water handicap 
was so great that most of the work 
consisted in confining the fire rather 
than in fighting it. 

Firemen made especially heroic ef- 
forts to save the dancing pavilion, 
which at first seemed doomed, and 
succeeded in checking the flames. It 
is considered nothing less than mar- 
velous that sufficient features were 
saved to enable the park to reopen 
Thursday afternoon. The fire occurred

‘ANNOYING VAUDE- 


VILLE BOOKERS 


Many Acrobats Have Been 
Classed As Alien Enemies 


Patrons Have Been Educated 
to Silent Opening Act 


But Can Be Taught That Show 
Starts With Opening Number 


New York, July 29.—A report is cur- 
rent on Broadway that vaudeville 
managers and bookers are in a quan- 
dary owing to the scarcity of dumb 
acts, which usually have been placed 
to open or close the show. 

Many acrobatic and animal acts have 
been classed as alien enemies, the con- 
sequence being that there is a shortage 
in this particular line. 

But why this state of affairs should 
cause the managers any loss of sleep 
is hard to understand. Vaudeville au- 
diences have sickened of the weekly 
acrobatic opener and another “dumb” 
act in closing position. 

In fact, it is this condition that has 
caused the No. 2 position on most bills 
to become so dreaded by the vaudeart- 
ist. The claim has always been made 
that silent acts were used to open, as

Hold National Convention in Chicago at Which 


Significance of Poster Advertising on 
Patriotism Is the Keynote 


TELEGRAMS FROM GOVERNMENT 
OFFICIALS READ 


Point to Importance of 


Posters in Government 


Publicity—E. C. Cheshire, of Norfolk, 
Va., Elected President 


Chicago, July 27.—The significance 
of poster advertising’s influence over 
all forms of patriotism formed the 
rousing keynote of the national con- 
vention of the Poster Advertising As- 
sociation at the Auditorium Hotel this 
week. 


The entire Wednesday afternoon ses- 
sion was set aside as a war meeting, 
and it is doubtful if a finer representa- 
tion of real American and Canadian 
patriots was ever assembled under one 
roof. Far from being oratorical pa- 
triots only these enterprising people 
have to their credit the achievement 
of being recognized as “‘the left hand” 
of the Government, ‘performing a 
work in the prosecution of the war 
which is acknowledged as important 
as that of the military organizations 
and the President’s Cabinet. 

President E. C. Cheshire, of Norfolk, 
Va., immediately after opening the 
well-attended session, which severely 
taxed the capacity of the ninth floor 
meeting place at the Auditorium, dep- 
utized Secretary W. W. Bell, of Pitts- 
burg, Kan., to read the telegrams re- 
ceived from various departments of 
the Government at Washington, in- 
cluding prominent heads of the Treas- 
ury Department and Secretary Gar- 
field. All these telegrams pointed to 
the importance of posters in promul- 
gating various phases of Governmen- 
tal activities for civilian understand- 
ing. 

E. Allen Frost, attorney for the or- 
ganization, in introducing the first an- 
nounced speaker of the afternoon, paid 
a beautiful tribute to France, spoke of 
the close co-operation between the 
United states and Canada in the post- 
er field and won tremendous applause 
when he stated that every member of 
the organization took pride in the fact 
that Lieutenant Ide Speers, son of a 
California member, had immortalized 
himself by being the first American 
to carry The Star-Spangied Banner in 
France. 

Hinton C. Clabaugh, head of the 
Government Bureau of Investigation,

Chicago, July 27.—A quartet of Chi- 
cago theaters—the Blackstone, Powers, 
Illinois and Colonial—have made offi- 
cial announcements of their intention 
to sell all tickets at the box-office only 
—‘first come first served.” 

This follows logically upon the city’s 
action in forcing all Loop houses to 
take out licenses with the antiscalping 
clause included. However, the silence 
of the other theaters embraced in the 
Loop classification is very ominous. 
Unfortunately some of the four houses 
inaugurating the new antiscalping 
regime with sincerity are not meeting 
with any great measure of public sup- 
port. The managements believe that 
their new attitude will do much to in- 
fluence public patronage in the fall. 
But the consensus of opinion is that 
the people will want to go to the 
houses with “hits,”” and, unless the 
theaters noted for successful produc- 
tions fall into line, the good intentions 
of the plucky four may go for naught. 
But there is the hope that the city au- 
thorities will force the recalcitrants 
to comply.

Problem Booking Agents Must Solve in Arranging 
for New Vaudeville Season—Performers 
Fight Shy of Long Jumps 


MAY REDUCE NUMBER OF 
ACTS OFFERED 


Condition Acute for Theater Owners and Mana- 
gers in Far West—Acts Forced To Cancel 
After Accepting Route

Chicago, July 29.—The greatest prob- 
lem booking agents must face in ar- 
ranging for the new season is that of 
transportation. The new railroad 
fare, with manifold extras imposed, is 
s0 excessive that performers of stand- 
ing are fighting shy of anything savor- 
ing of long jumps. The kind of per- 
formers that would be willing to take 
them are not in a position to stand the 
expense. 


One performer, offered a_ route 
starting in Sheridan, Wy., and told to 
make the jump from Chicago, said: 
“I'd have to be a millionaire to take a 
trip like that.”” While this may seem 
somewhat exaggerated, contempla- 
tion of the rates of fare asked would 
make one wonder how the Far-West- 
ern circuits will be enabled to get acts 
at prices commensurete with admission 
charges. 

The problem is very acute for thea- 
ter owners and managers. It is not 
unlikely that. many will solve it by 
materially reducing the number of 
vaudeville acts offered and increasing, 
to a proportionate extent, feature film 
presentations. ; 

Booking agents endeavor to solve the 
problem by offering such time to acts 
which, for one reason or another, have 
been out of work for a considerable 
time. This hardly suffices, however, 
because few such acts have enough 
ready capital to accept the engage- 
ments, even tho the salary may be 
rather liberal. The circuit heads feel 
that they are doing all that can be 
expected of them when they advance 
railroad fares (which in view of the 
increased rates required far more 
floating capital than was formerly 
needed), but this does not cover Pull- 
mans, etc., and many acts are forced 
to forfeit routes after accepting them, 


Cabarets Sued 


New York, July 2%—The music pub- 
lishers and song writers, thru the 
Authors and Composers’ Society, are 
suing a number of cabaret proprietors, 
alleging in their complaints that a 
copyrighted song was being publicly 
performed without permission, and 
asking $10 and costs for each violation. 

Pending a decision from the Supreme 

. Court as to whether song writers and 
publishers have a right to collect a 
royalty, the filing of these suits is a 
mere formality, but if the plaintiffs are 
successful the amount of money which 
they will collect will amount to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, it is 
said.

New York, July 29.—There is no gainsaying the fact that vaudeville ap- 
peals to every conceivable class of amusement seekers. It is, in fact, the 
melting pot of the amusement world. Take today’s Palace bill for instance, 
with the debut in the two-a-day of a famous grand opera prima donna on 
the same program with a trick bicyclist, and both acts heartily enjoyed. The 
house was not crowded and it appeared as tho the summer has at last put a 
dent in the matinee business of the theater. 


The first part of the show seemed to go over better than the last, but 
perhaps the heat was responsible for the lack of enthusiasm.on the part of 
artist and audience alike. Grace La Rue will be headlined next week. 

No. 1—Palace News Pictorial. 

No. 2—Dupree and Dupree opened the vaudeville to many empty chairs 
and boxes, but their excellent work on bicycles and unicycles earned for them 
considerable applause. We think it advisable for the charming female Dupree, 
who is possessed of wonderful legs, to leave the stage for a few minutes while 
the man of the team is showing some of his feats, for very few in the audience 
were looking at him. In full stage, with special drop, their last trick being par- 
ticularly clever. They received two bows. 

No. 3—-Edwin George is a real comedy juggler. No wonder he misses so 
many of his tricks. Well, Edwin talks so incessantly he need not juggle at 
all, and one laughs so hard at his witticisms that you forget he is a near 
juggler. He says he doesn’t wear any makeup, so he can get out quick if the 
audience doesn't like him. Another big laugh he got was with: “I saw my 
name out in front: I never knew any one could print so small.” Twelve 
minutes, with continuous laughter; the hardest spot on the bill.

No. 4—The Land Over Yonder, by Peter B. Kyne, with Charles Gill and 
Company, is too heavy for vaudeville. A note on the program says: “The

—the Grand Canyon at Desolation Point.” and the story is in keeping with its 
supposed locale. Gill is an accomplished character actor, his playing several 
years ago in The Devil, the Servant and the Man, showed him as an artist of 
undoubted ability, and in this play his dramatic power of character is even 
more apparent, but the play is all wrong for vaudeville. There are five men 
in the cast, no feminine relief being in evidence. Francis Morey, as John 
Hendrickson, was very natural and dignified. Nowadays, when the entire 
atmosphere is surcharged with heaviness on account of the war, a little of the 
weight can be removed by giving a light or even frivolous touch to vaudeville 
playlets.

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STEALING “THUNDER” 
A COMMON PRACTICE 


Apparently Works. as Effectively 
in the Realm of Music as 
in the Field of 
Politics 


“Stealing the other fellow’s thunder’ is 
a political trick, the workings of which depend 
so generally upon well established principles 
that it is not surprising to find this practice at 
work in the realms of music publishing, 


It may be supposed that you are familiar 
with the way it is worked—yet for the purposes 
of this article a little explanation, by way of 
emphasis, may not be amiss. In politics steal- 
ing the other fellow's thunder is evident when 
a candidate or political party boldly adopts 
the platform of a rival candidate or party. In 
some instances it is used as campaign material 
(for gaining confidence) and in other cases 
when a party in ill favor wants to forestall 
the chances of a party likely to meet with pub- 
lic favor. 


In all lines of creative endeavor there are 
forces at work which, in lieu of exercising 
gray matter, find it much easier to borrow this 
precious quality. Producers of plays have new 
plays written along the lines of other pro- 
ducers’ outputs proving profitable in the hope 
that the imitations will achieve the success of 
the originals. Other producers make it a point 
to contract for the services of the playwright 
happened to originate a successful play.

servers that rival concerns would strain every 
nerve and sinew to get a new song from the 
aforesaid George M Cohan, even tho it is al- 
most an axiom of music publishers that ‘‘an- 
swer’’ songs. ‘‘companion’’ songs, etc., seldon 
prove profitable.

New York, July 27.—Klaw & Erlanger, Henry 
Miller and Ruth Chatterton have formed an 
alliance for five years dating from September 1 
next.

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POPULARIZING SONGS 


The Chautauqua Now One of the Greatest Fields 
for Music Publishers—Vocalists and Instru- 
mentalists Have Rare Opportunities 


Music publishers should study more closely 
the great opportunities offered to them by the 
lyceum and chautauqua field. How many pub- 
lishers know how to reach this growing, ever 
widening activity? When war was declared we 
Americans were importing all the dye stuff we 
used from Germany. Some of our manufacturers 
dropped out of the market because they couldn't 
get dye. If Germany couldn’t furnish it then 
it was up to them to get it elsewhere. Some 
set to work to make their own dye. The result 
has been that we have better dye today than 
what we ever bought from Germany. Those 
wise manufacturers who adjusted their needs to 
the changed conditions have found that it was 
foolish to cry for the ‘‘made in Germany” 
stuff. 

A great many song publishers are fighting for 
the cabaret. When it is put out of the running 
they sit down and moan for opportunities that 
have passed. They sit down and die because 
they see all these opportunities pass away with 
the closing of the cabaret. 

If all the music publishers in America were 
to study the possibilities for the enlargement 
of their sales thru the medium of the lyceum 
and chautauqua they would soon forget that 
there was ever such a thing as a cabaret. 

The past two years the firm of M. Witmark 
& Sons have had headquarters at the I. L. A. 
convention. Their representatives have met 
the lyceum and chautauqua singers and = mu- 
sicians personally. They have put their music 
into the hands of the artists at the time when 
the artists were looking for material. What 
has been the result of this drive into a new 
field’ Go to the publishing house in New York 
and you will see now an entire floor given over 
to lyceum and chautauqua music. It has been 
hinted that if this war had not come just when 
it did that these astute publishers would have 
built an entire building, which they were going 
to devote entirely to lyceum, chautauqua and 
high-class concert music. 

Why don’t all the other publishers study this 
field? A number of them are giving it serious 
thought. A number of them are cultivating an 
acquaintance with the artists who are making 
fortunes for others in this field with a view to 
setting them to work. We have said before 
that Witmark’s Long, Long Trail was sung into 
the hearts of thousands of Americans from the 
chautauqua platform long before Broadway 
would listen to it. We could name a dozen 
abiding successes that have made money for 
their publishers because their publishers laid 
their plans along lyceum and chautauqua lines 
rather than along theatrical lines. 

The chautauqna demands a different type of 
song than the theater. The vaudeville demands 
a different type of song than the concert. The 
church demands a different type of song than 
the chautanqua. Occasionally a song will have 
a vogue in each field. But never will «a song 
be simultaneousiy popular in each department 
of the song using world. Take the case of that 
ancient success, The Holy City. Every country 
ehureh choir in America had wrestled with that 
beautiful song long before it was attempted in 
the theaters. 

Here is a hint: The Billboard believes that 
it is to the best interest of the entire lyceum 


and chautauqua movement to have all 
ihe publishers, all the authors and all 
these who contribute to the suceess of the 
lighest and best that there is in the music 


world to study the lyceum and chautauqua 
needs. If you have what these artists want 
end what they should have then we know that 
it will be to your mutual interest to get to- 
gether. Get better acquainted. That is our 
purpose in trying to introduce you. 

It is to the interest of lyceum and chautauqua 
performers to have all publishers interested in 
your creative ability, for your ability to create 
a market for your product is as much an asset 
as is your ability to ereate a new set of Ivrics 
or furnish the music for an old one. 

Let 


us give you one sample of the way a 
great number of publishers have set to work 
to reach this field. First they came to us a 


month after the chautauguas were running and 
tried to get a list of all the concerts that are 


on the platform. That was not bad, but one 
would think that publishers would know from 
experience that singers do not get a batch of 
songs out of the mail and then rush to the 
platform to sing them. Real singers do not do 
it that way. 

We have on the desk here the Souvenir Edi- 
tion booklets of the Pennsylvania Chautauqua 
system, and we notice, for instance, that among 
the attractions offered down Bast is the Berkley 
Sextet. This announcement states that the 
Berkley Sextet is acknowledged to be one of 
the most popular ladies’ orchestras in the United 
States. It renders both instrumental and 
vocal music. 

When do these musicians learn their numbers? 
Do they wait until they get out on the road to 
rehearse? Do they spend a few days before 
they start on the road drumming new tunes 


not the way that will win in the battle for 
popular favor with the great American public 
all from Missouri. 

The Billboard is willing to personally aid any 
publisher or artist to set the machinery in mo- 
tion that will better both artist and publisher. 
We know that by so doing we will be helping 
to give the great musicloving public a better 
variety, a more worthwhile list of real numbers 
from which to select their own favorites. We 
believe that this is the best way to set America 
to whistling as we march on to victory in the 
great war that now engages our attention. It 
_will be the best way to set the world to singing 
while we rebuild the world after the war is 
over.

Here is the truth. Here is the way lyceum 
and chautauqua companies get numbers that go 
over and here is why they get numbers that go 
over. Here is also a hint why a great many 
fail to get numbers that go over. In the last 
week’s issue of The Billboard we gave a news 
item to the effect that Louis 0. Runner opened 
a summer training school and had twenty-five 
out-of-town registrants for this six weeks’ course 
of daily training, which he gives to the mem- 
bers of his companies free of charge. One of 
the best coaches in the city of Chicago is Mrs. 
Ellen Kinsman Mann. She has told the writer 
repeatedly that she gives just as much time 
and study to bring out a popular song as she 
does a classic number. Mrs. Mann is the official 
coach for the Louis O. Runner Attractions. He 
has abont twenty companies filling lyceum and 
chautaugua engagements. 

Mr. Runner is probably the greatest producer 
in the work. There are many others. Some 
have a half dozen companies on the road, some 
travel with their own company. All are funda- 
mentally the same. It seems only good -ommon 
sense to think that the way to reach the chau- 
tauqua program with a real worthwhile song 
would be to start with the artists and their 
This may not be the way, but it does 
us that this is the way. Experience 
being our guide, we are firm in our belief that 
this os the way. 

Publishers may continue to send samples to the 
members on the road. They may continue to 
believe that the way to introduce lyceum and 
chautauqua hits would be via this antiquated 
route.

It is tabulated as the Evening 
Star Chautauqua. No name is given as whither 
or whence this bunch of nomade are journeying. 
No name is given as to who is responsible for 
their visit. The management must think it has 
a bunch of satellites who scintillate more the 
further they get from the sunlight of respon 
sibility. 

What is the matter when a great chautauqua 
system slips into a town and out again under the 
camouflage of such a high sounding name as the 
Evening Star? Did Marshal] Field build his 
business by calling it some other name? Why 
even the Standard Oil Company has found that it 
costs more to gumshoe for businese and busb- 
whack like guerrillas than it does to stand out 
in the broad daylight and fight like men. It 
seems, therefore, strange to see a chautauqua 
system starting into the jungles right where the

Originator of the Idea Which Promoted National 
Patriotic Song Committees —Well- 
Known Artists Members 


Among the many hundreds of organizations 
which have sprung into existence since the war 
began is the Natioral Song Committee. Its 
headquerters are down in Washington Square, 
New York City, at the home of its organizer, 
Emily Nichols Hatch, 

Miss Hatch belongs to an old New York fam- 
fly, and has always been intensely devoted 
to her own country. At the beginning of the 
war, when our Star-Spangled Banner began to 
be used as our national anthem Miss Hatch 
thought that the musicians as a body, working 
together, could be a powerful factor in teaching 
the people of our country the words and meaning 
of the song. Various well-known musicians were 
consulted and agreed io co-operate by learning 
the song thoroughly and using it on every pos- 
sibie occasion. Members were solicited, of whom 
25 cents yearly dues was asked, and a new or- 
ganization was launched, 

Soon the artiste thus banded together were 
sought for, assisting on programs of patriotic 
gatherings and at the different camps. Miss 
Hatch found her ideas crystallized and being 
enthusiastically furthered in her community. 
Artists outside New York became interested and 
affiliated themselves with the New York society, 
offering to help the good work along in their 
several fields of activity. 

The society then realizing that there was no 
small handy book containing words and music 
of America’s oldtime popular and patriotic songs 
interested itself in compiling such a book, with 
excellent results. 

Their little song-book is one of the most at- 
tractive on the market. The price of the book 
fe nominal, 10 cents, and the proceeds derived 
from its sale go toward the cost of publishing 
copies for free distribution among the soldiers 
and sailors. 

Practically every well-known artist is a mem- 
ber of the organization, and one and all have 
been more than generous with their services. 
Miss Hatch, herself, is a charming little woman, 
sincerely enthusiastic and energetic. She is one 
of New York’s best known and versatile women 
artists.

Ou Letter from 


New York City, July 29, 1918. 
Dear Little Artist Friend in the West: 

The other day I walked thru a street in the Forties and passed the shabbr 
brownstone house where you came to me one hot summer’s day a few years ago. 
You had been tramping the streets seeking an engagement and spending sleepless 
nights listening to the serenade of the innumerable cats that nightly parade the 
brick walls surrounding the back yards of New York, for you were living in a 
rear top floor bedroom, peculiar to this large village, one of those kind where 
you have to enter sideways, use the one table for ‘‘spreads,’’ a dresser, wash- 
stand, a writing desk, make your coffee over a plugged-up gas jet and utilize 
your window ledge for a cupboard. My room was airy and big. I had a real 
kitchenette. and, when I suggested that you come and share my abode, you said 
that it seemed like an offer of heaven itself. You gave me a hug and a kiss and 
ran away to fetch your belongings. I never regretted opening my doors to you; 
your gratitude for my smallest service was a revelation. There is so precious 
little of that quality in humans, but you had and still have it, altho riches and 
fame have come to you. And now you ride up in the elevdtor to your top suite at 
the Ritz-Carlton instead of climbing six flights of stairs. Last month I tried to 
be nice to another little girl who landed in this big city, a stranger, and acci- 
dentally found me at my office desk. She was a Michigan girl. She had sung for 
lots of church entertainments and her friends and teacher told her her voice was 
wonderful, She knew she could get just what she wanted here. She didn’t know 
the name of a single manager. She had heard of the Metropolitan Opera House and 
might join their chorus if she didn’t have to WAIT for the rehearsals to begin. 
provided she would have the privilege of working up quickly to the solo parts. 
Light opera, oh, no, she didn’t like the costumes! I decided she needed to inter- 
view managers, so I wrote the addresses of various ones, which she took without 
a word of thanks and left my office with an inspiring attitude of victory. No 
word from her. AND THEN—yesterday—as I was hurrying to keep an im- 
portant engagement with a manager, I again passed that house in the Forties, 
and there ahead of me was the Michigan girl, ber victorious attitude gone. For- 
getting my own mission, I raced after her. Dashing in front of a funeral pro- 
cession, just missing a tete-a-tete with an auto truck, I reached her. ‘‘Have 
you secured an engagement?’’ I asked her. “No, and I’M awfully discouraged,” 
she answered. ‘Come, then’’ I said, “‘I will take you to a manager I am going 
to see,’’ mentioning his name. ‘‘Oh,”’ said she, “‘he won’t do anything for me. 
I saw him and he said so.’’ I offered to talk with him. We went to his office, 
with the result that he offered to the girl a season’s engagement. ‘We came away 
together, boarded the same car. I am several years the girl’s senior, so when 
she pushed me aside, and, without a word of apology, preceded me into the car, 
paid her fare ONLY, and left me to struggle with packages, umbrella, etc., as 
I got my bill changed into nickles, I was surprised. Then her indifferent air, 
‘no, thank you,”’ for my interest or effort on her behalf, which had been the

Standard Oil Company has emerged from this 
stone-age practice found now mostly in No 
Man's Land, 

Our advice to local committees is: Think twice 
before you agree to help to tear down the 
chautaugua business itself by guaranteeing and 
getting back of any talent which has as its 
business backing a bureau that is“asbamed or 
afraid to publish its own personnel, for by so 
doing you are helping to bring about the time 
when the fly-by-night system will rob you, 
spread disease among you, laugh at you and 
move on to do the same to some other town. 

Who is responsible for the booking of this 
system? We hope that for the good of the 
entire movement that it is not proving a profit- 
able way to exploit talent. But who is respon- 


sible for this unbusinesslike practice which we 
see creeping into the chautauqgua movement? 

Did you tead that splendid editorial in The 
Billboard devoted to advertising? If you did not 
then you missed something worth much to you 
as a business proposition, Among other things 
that editorial said: 

“Even the circuses now are very careful to 
bill what they have and to have what they bill, 
and the result is that their titles are things 
to conjure with—trade marks that are worth 
more than all the animals, tents, horses, cages, 
dens and railroad equipment that constitute the 
physical assets of the show. Why? Because 
these titles inspire confidence. But, again you 
ask, why? The answer is ‘truthful advertising.’ 

We hope that others will take the same id-

iness. We mean fundamental things such as we 
bave pointed out in this article and others 
which ve have published. We are always de- 
lighted to hear from those whose unselfishness 
prompts them to do things for the welfare of the 
entire movement, 


TWO PICTURES 


It was commencement week and the white- 
vested orator of the occasion was wandering 
over the platform looking for something to say, 
when, suddenly, the frazzled ends of his pre- 
pared extemporaneous speech began to ooze back 
into his cranium and, looking the graduates 
right in the eye, he said: ‘‘Remember, there is 
always room at the top.” 

Here, then, is the other picture: 

“I have heard enough beautiful voices in the 
last few weeks to form eighty opera companies,’’ 
Giulio Gatti-Casazza told Oscar Saenger recent- 
ly. ‘“‘But,”’ added the famous impresario, ‘‘there 
is only the Metropolitan.’ 

It is due to Oscar Saenger, famous teacher of 
successful opera singers, more perhaps than to 
anyone else, that the austere doors of the Metro- 
politan Opera in New York were opened to the 
American singer. 

Now that practically 50 per cent of the great 
artists are native born it would seem that the 
opportunity to shine in Galli-Curci and Muratore 
roles should be made possible to an increasing 
number of young singers with the adequate 
training and voice. 

Mr. Saenger believes that that happy time 
will come. That in the course of the next few 
years a number of cities will have their own 
opera house and company, where young artists 
may gain the recognition and experience that is 
now denied them. 

He believes firmly that the value of the for- 
eign musical label has materially decreased, and 
that the American stamp has gained accordingly. 
In the future not only because of the war, but 
by reason of the natural development of our own 
resources, made-in-America musicians will stand 
an even chance for public recognition and popu- 
lar success with the foreign artist. 

Isn't it about time for we in America to set 
up our own standards? Ien't it time that the 
public should frown on the silly practice of 
palavering over the foreign brand, just because 
it is foreign? 

One of the best things that can be said of the 
chautauqua is that it has always given the 
Americans the preference. The audiences would 
rather hear Americans sing or play than to hear 
foreigners—of any variety. Where the for- 
eignere have crept in it has generally been thru 
the door of cheapness and half rations. We 
should not be narrow-minded, neither should we 
be bigoted, but it is time that we allow our 
own aspiring children to look forward to at least 
an equal chance with the imported variety.

Speaking of an item on banner pulling which 
recently appeared in this column F. J. Lee, 
general manager of J. Johnson Company, Chica- 
go, says: “I can not see why every show, large 
or small, can not arrange to have a map or two 
pulling banners and double lights or something 
on the show, for their future protection as well 
as other shows, as there are enough agitators in 
every community today advecating no banners 
whatever that real showmen realize there are 
no two ways about it; either they must pull 
their banners or there won't be any banners, 
and that means only lithographs for center show- 
ing, as there are not many billboards close in 
lots of the big towns today. Last year ahead 
of Watch Your Step I had a very competent 
second man, yet he found it hard to square 
banners, even with a pair of two-dollar seats, 
on account of circuses aDd carnivals failing to 
pull dead banners.’”

MICHAEL COYLE DIES 
AT WEEDSPORT, N. Y. 


For Many Years Prominent on 
Executive Staffs of Barnum 
& Bailey and Buffalo 
Bill Shows 


Auburn, N. Y., July 26.—Michael Ooyle, vet- 
eran circus man and one of the most prominent 
and picturesque figures in Central New York, 
died at the Willard House in the village of 
Weedsport, N, Y., his home, at 6 o’clock this 
morning, at the age of 80 years. 

The death of Mr. Coyle removes another of 
the country’s oldtime and well known circus 
men who played a strong part in making the 
P. T. Barnum and Buffalo Bill shows American 
institutions that are a part of the history of the 
nation. He knew the circus business as only 
few men know it. His knowledge of circus peo- 
ple, their life and the circus as a business were 
gained from a wide experience extending ove: 
the greater part of his life and he had a never 
ending stock of stories of the sawdust that 
were always entertaining. 

In his early days a newspaper man Mr. Coyle, 
when a young man, became connected with the 


comedy wire: Le Claire’s Ponies, 
Mind Reading Dogs, Renaldos, 
liott Bros., Jones and June, 
Bragg’s band furnishes the music. 
nex are Roberts’ Mobile Minstrels, 
Vere, in sword swallowing: Kelly, 
and magic; Mrs, Kelly, with snakes; Piccola’s 
jazz band, five pits of animals; Fouster Sisters, 
in Oriental dancing, and J. H. (Doc) Barry se!l- 
ing tickets. The ‘Cafe Sautelle’’ is presided 
over by the “Governor” himself.

Geo, Irving 
and Doc Barry were among the first to reach 
the beach and saw the submarine fire four shots 
into a barge and sink it.

Scale—Five Circuits 


Beginning next week the Federal Government 
will inaugurate a series of exhibits at fairs 
that will mark its entrance into this form of 
publicity on a larger scale than ever before at- 
tempted. The first of these will be shown at 
Springfield, Ill., and the exhibits will continue 
on the various circuits well up into December.

ONE WAY WITHOUT COST 
Fair Exhibits Will Be Carried 


Washington, July 27.—Entries at State and 
county fairs are expected to be greatly stimu- 
lated by a ruling recently promulgated by Ed- 
ward Chambers, director of the division of traf- 
tic, United States Railroad administration, for 
the free return of exhibits. By this ruling ex- 
hibitors will have to pay transportation charges 
only one way, the government transporting ex- 
hibits back to the point from which they were 
shipped without charge. The plan relates only 
to intra-State shipments. 

A similar arrangement was in force some 
years ago, but was changed by the railroads, and 
the exhibitors had to pay freight both ways.

SERGT.-MAJOR ED CHENETTE 


Appeals to Patriotic Showfolks To 
upport Government War Funds 


Showfolks who have trouped with Ed Chen- 
ette, or are among his many friends, will be 
glad to read a letter sent to this office by the 
bandmaster, who is now a Sergeant-Major in the 
Canadian service and bandmaster of a military 
band. He has seen service over there and re- 
cently was invalided back to Canada, oa 
on the last trip the doomed Red Cross hospita 
ship, Llandovery Castle, made to this side: 

The Manitoba Military Hospital, 
Winnipeg, Man., July 15, 1918. 
The Billboard Publishing Co., 
Cincinnati, 0. 
Gentlemen—The hospital] ship, Llandovery Cas- 
whick I just came across in, was sunk on the 
way back with a loss of 302 lives, or nearly the 
entire staff and crew. 

The ship was painted white, with large red 
crosses on the sides and funnels. These were 
highly illuminated at night. The ship traveled 
unarmed and without escort, in the route selected 
only for hospital ships. 

The Huns said, as their first excuse, that the 
boat struck a British mine, and later that their 
reason for this outrage was because there were 
eight American flying corps officers on board. 

Now this boat was equipped with a modern 
mine sweeper, with which it could have trav- 
ersed a real mine field unharmed. So it could 
not have struck a mine, 

So careful were the officials to carry out to 
the exact letter the statues laid down in inter- 
national law, regarMing hospital ships, that when 
I asked a nurse to take a 25-cent package of 
American cigarettes back to a wounded soldier 
in England she refused, because the rules say 
nothing but absolutely necessary equipment 
could be taken on board. So it was merely an- 
other Hun lie, this excuse about the American 
officers on board. 

I do not believe that the American people need 
any incentive, such as an impassioned speech, to 
fire their ardor. But I do want to say to those 
who are going, and to the families of those who 
are staying, that the Hun is a foul thing; he is 
diabolically cruel, selfish; and to exterminate 
him ere the pestilence spreads should be the aim 
and desire of all red blooded peoples. 

Tho the knowledge would not be a pleasing 
thing, yet I wish that all Americans knew the 
Hun as he really is. All stories of crimes, of 
disregard for sanctity and purity which are re- 
peated regarding him are true—those and many 
more. 

If a call comes to you for money for the Red 
Cross, the Liberty Loan, War Savings Stamps 
or for institutions connected with the war: or if 
you are called upon to economize in matters of 
food or personal comfort; or if those near and 
dear to you are called to go; then give, and do 
without, and send gladly, comforted with the 
absolute knowledge that you are assisting in 
ridding the world of a horrible, loathsome, pu- 
trid pestilence, 

There were twenty-one nurses on the boat; 
there were many officers, orderlies and staff. 
When I think of how kind, considerate, careful 
and conscientious they were; how faithfully they 
carried on in their humane work; and know that 
they were sent to the bottom amid the jeers and 
jibes of those fiendish ghouls, who made a lying 
excuse for our consumption, then I am prompted 
to tell these things as they are that you will not 
be deceived; that you will know and, knowing, 
will find comfort in acting.

Park managers, who early.in the season took 
a pessimistic view of the amusement situation, 
have been compelled to readjust their views, 
for from every section come reports that the 
parke are pot only breaking all records for at- 
tendance, but that the people are spending their 
money freely, and prosperity is in evidence ev- 
erywhere. In no part of the country is thie 
moore evident than in the Middle West. 

Cc. W. Elrod, amusement manager of Capital 
Beach, located just outside of Lincoln, Neb., 
states that the attendance at his park is greater 
and the concessionaires talk larger profits than 
ever before. Under Mr. Elrod’s supervision the 
park has grown to be one of the most popular 
playgrounds in Nebraska. The Electric Court 
and the Japanese Garden seem to be the favorite 
spots for pleasure seekers, with one exception— 
the big salt water bathing pool, which is always 
filled to capacity during these warm days.

PATRIOTS AND PATRIMPOSTORS 


The making and purveying of entertainment is not only an essential occupation or- 
dinarily, but in times like these almost a nationally vital one. 

Millions of people in our country are applying themselves harder and more closely 
than usual, millions are working longer hours and millions have foregone customary 
vacations. 

The body can be recuperated with the relaxation and rest obtained in sleep, but the 
mind can only be kept fit in three ways, viz., change of occupation, change of scene or 
the diversion obtained from entertainment. Reading is helpful, but savors too strongly 
of self-entertainment to suffice, Like a game of solitaire, it will quiet the nerves, but 
does not refreshen one, 

A high plane of efficiency can not be maintained in America if the minds of the 
workers are allowed to grow jaded and dull. 

Unfortunately many people are still dominated by tradition. Custom and usage 
prescribe that when a household is invaded by death that not only the mourning members 
thereof shall refrain from amusement, but the whole neighborhood—and in hamlets, vil- 
lages, little towns and even small cities the whole community—shall do likewise. 

It is an old, superannuated, mossgrown convention, close kin to that other, which 
says that the way to make little children love God is to curb, restrain and bore them 
unutterably on the Sabbath Day. 

But nothing can be done about it just now, Education and enlightenment only 
ean correct it, and these agencies work slowly. When a showman encounters territory in 
which this sentiment is dominant he has no alternative but to make the best of matters, 
He has brought much needed wares to their market, brought them legitimately, and if 
they fail to appreciate his offering he can but turn to other and perhaps more hospitable 
marts. 

But he need not stand for patriotricks at the hands of patrimpostors. Whether 
these be individuals bent on self-glorification and advertisement or organizations cloaking 
selfish ends with patriotic pretenses they should be promptly challenged and exposed. 

The challenge will quite generally prove sufficient.

PART THE SCREEN WILL 
PLAY IN THE WORLD WAR 


Unsurpassed as a Medium of Exploitation and En- 
lightenment—Farreaching Facilities To For- 
ward and Perpetuate the Causes of Our 


Participation 


in the War 


New York, July 29.—Now that the film in- 
dustry has been declared one of the essentials 
by the Government, the screen as a medium 
of exploitation and enlightenment will play a 
farreaching part in the world’s war. It is to 
the screen that the public looks for a visualiza- 
tion of the battle’s progress, for no printed 
words can compete with actual scenes that the 
eye can witness and the mind comprehend, 
Also the power of the cinema is vitally im- 
portant in reconstructing the shattered ideals 
of the distraught, overburdened world. For 
such reasons alone motion pictures should be 
100 per cent perfect. There is no reasonable 
excuse in offering an inferior product, and the 
public will concur in the selection of screen 
stories of superlative merit. Such as_ these 
will bring order out of chaos, teach the illiter- 
ate, enlighten others to the wonders of the 
world and emphasize the worth of the doctrine 
of true democracy. The screen should stand 
as a symbol for all that is pure and beautiful 
not alone for today, but tomorrow and all the 
morrows that are to come. The cinema drama 
can offer a patriotic stimulus, not a sensational, 
flamboyant attempt to glorify hysterical emo- 
tion as exemplified by the crude and badly 
executed examples of picture making, whose 
purpose is to commercialize art for quick 
profits, but the right spirit of loyalty and 
courage. Pictures which serve only for the de- 
basement of character undermine public con- 
fidence and pap the reputation of any theater 
showing them. There is far too much profiteer- 
ing in plays depicting excessive realism; the 
screen must regain its equilibrium—must pro- 
gress, not retrograde—-if it expects to maintain 
its position in this country today. It takes 
but one generation to produce a parasite, and, 
unless the industry is aroused to the menacing 
evil of the sexlure stuff with which the market 
is glutted, the motion picture industry will not 
be able to retain its dignity nor hold the re- 
spect of an amusementloving community. Good, 
clean pictures will unify the entire country if 
the sentiments they express are attuned to the 
right conception of a moral standard. In the 
mighty upheaval now shaking the entire world 
people are seeking spiritual guidance and com- 
fort freed from the leash of licentious per- 
version; they seek the inspirational and up- 
lifting, turning their faces away from the sordid 
and debasing. It is desirable that a tangible 
and practical method be employed to rid the 
screen of the unfit and unclean, 

Pictures speak all the languages ,of the 
universe and have at their command farreach- 
ing facilities to forward and perpetuate the 
big idea which discloses the cause of our par- 
ticipation in the war. ‘Their unparalleled op- 
portunities have never been fully utilized, nor 
have they reached the limit of their educational 
and entertaining possibilities.

AGAINST PROPOSED TAX 


Protest Being Made by Picture In- 
terests 


Washington, July 27.—Protests from motion 
picture producers and exhibitors against the 
proposed rate of taxation which, it is charged, 
would put many plants and theaters out of bus- 
iness,. continue to pour into the House Ways 
and Means Committee, which is framing the new 
$8,000,000,000 war tax bill. Nothing definite has 
yet been done by the committee as to this tax, 
as its members seem divided on what should be 
done. 

Some of them, apparently, do not see that 
too strong a tax would mean the putting of 
many picture shows out of business, thus re- 
ducing the income instead of increasing it. The 
briefs now with the committee, in the form of 
arguments made by William A. Brady and 
others, will be given full consideration before a 
measure is drafted. The first draft of such bill 
is expected to be more or less tentative, and it 
will, after being amended, have to go to the 
House for action. There representatives of the 
motion picture industry will see that the situ- 
ation as it is is shown up. 

* After action by the House, as a whole, the bill 

will go to the Senate Finance Committee, where 
consideration will be given every paragraph, and 
where drastic changes doubtless will be made. 
In fact in the past, especially since the framing 
of war revente measures began, the real bill 
has been framed in the Senate Committee, and 
for this reason many interested individuals and 
concerns have adopted the policy of waiting un- 
til the bill goes to that Committee, in the 
form in which it was drafted and passed the 
House, before making a real effort to protect 
themselves as to provisions which affect their 
interests, 


OFFICIAL WAR REVIEW 


The Official War Review No. 4 was released 
by Pathe July 22. In this new War Review 
picture one beholds for the first time on the 
screen in this country just what happens after 
a great German assault on the lines along the 
West front. These pictures, taken by the 
British cinematographers at the risk of their 
lives, shows British soldiers, weary after days 
of fighting, leaving the first lines. In this 
reel are shown thousands of Germans who have 
been captured by the French and are being 
marched to the rear. 

Another view shows roads being prepared for 
an artillery advance, munition trains bringing 
up shells for the big guns, the field ortillery 
preparing for an attack, and the ‘“‘limber line’’ 
that carries munitions to the batteries at the 
front is clearly pictured. ‘ 

Then another vivid part of this reel shows a 
French village that has been made the target 
of the big guns of the Germans and is a devas- 
tated and heartbreaking ruin. 

American soldiers are shown pushing forward 
to take their part in the heavy fighting in a sec- 
tor in France. Our crews man a battery of big 
guns and there is a stirring picture of a brave 
American soldier who was severely wounded 
in holding the post and now stands before his 
admiring fellow doughboys while the cross of 
war is pinned upon his blouse,

Peter J. Schaefer, 
new president of the Exhibitors’ League, has 
been appointed to investigate the situation in 
Ohio, where exhibitors have united to set aside 
a Supreme Court decision against Sunday shows. 

The Director of Public Safety of New Jersey 
is devoting considerable time in an effort to 
convince City Commissioners that motion pic- 
ture theaters must be kept open on Sunday in 
order that the working classes may have nec- 
essary recreation. Paterson, N. J., is now in 
the throes of an agitation for and against the 
permission of shows of all descriptions on Sun- 
day, some citizens claiming Sunday recreation 
is all the diversion certain working classes are 
able to indulge in. As the Southern Europe 
population is large in this part of the State 
they point out the fact that it is necessary for 
the morale of the country to entertain and prop- 
erly instruct these anxious-to-be Americans. 
This committee is composed of Adolph Zukor, 
P. A, Powers, William A, Brady, W. W. It- 
win and Lee A. Ochs, 

Pennsylvania and Kentucky Supreme Court 
Judges have ruled that it !s illegal to forbid 
the exhibition of “proper and interesting films, 
suitable for furthering the war activities and 
patriotic fervor."’ Local police officials in New 
York State have refused to uphold a court rul- 
ing against film exhibitions, and exhibitors are 
permitted to run Sunday shows until the open- 
ing of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court next October, when the question will 
agein be taken up by exhibitors.

For Use of Division of Films 


Washington, July 27.—The Division of Films 
of the Committee of Public Information is 4- 
nally going to get what it has long needed, a 
building containing fireproof storage vaults for 
motion picture films, the building to be erected 
by the government and to be used for safe- 
guarding the valuable collection of photographic 
negatives and the thousands of feet of moving 
picture films of the present war. 

This building, it is expected, will be a model 
for similar ones to be constructed in the future 
thruout the country by film companies. The 
vaults will be located in one building, but be- 
tween vaults there will be built fireproof walls. 
The doors of the vaults will also be fireproof, 
and, for the proper preservation of the nega- 
tives, the vaults will be so constructed as to 
provide a fairly even temperature and necessary 
ventilation. 

Thousands of stills and moving pictures have 
been taken, both in this country and abroad, 
under the direction of the historical division of 
the general staff of the army, for the purpose of 
historical record. Thousands of dollars have 
been spent in making the negatives, and many 
more thousands of negatives will be made before 
the war ends, A safe place in which to keep 
them, therefore, became imperative,

worth of space for government propaganda. He 
said one of the most potent factors in making 
the success of his department possible lay in 
the fact that nearly eighty-five per cent of the 
work was performed by volunteers. He gave 
credit to Albert M. Briggs, Chicago member of 
the organization, for conceiving the American 
Protective Association, the volunteer organiza- 
tion which performed noteworthy work in round- 
ing up slackers and crushing treason at its in- 
ception, 

When Raddy, of Canada, took the floor he was 
creeted by the joyous “dog-bark”’ of the or- 
funization, voiced by nearly everybody in the 
crowded hall. He said nothing in the course 
of the whole war gave Canada as much comfort 
and delight as the announcement that the United 
“States Was not merely a consin of the Canadians, 
but bad actually entered the war. 

Lieutenant Hamilton, Montreal, of the Cana- 
dian Army, intreduced by Ruddy, told of his 
three and a half years’ experience in the 
‘cnadian army, two years of which were spent 
in the trenches. He declared more than 700,000 
volunteers had been secured in Canada, under 
the impetus of poster campaigns, before con- 
scription was resorted to. He pointed out that 
American and Canadian posters were built 
‘round yoptimistie themes hinting at the dawn 
of a brighter day for bumanity. fle said that 
the fact that the Allies would ultimately tri- 
utmph was disclosed by the cheerful attitude of 
soldiers at the front, pointing out how they 
‘nvariably find bright spots fn the cheerless 
horizon, ‘“‘And it’s not by singing patriotic 
songs," he cried, reciting an anecdote in which 
one soldier told another to “‘eut out’ patriotic 


“ngs and “give us somethin: cheerful."" 
He told of how posters brought 8, Britishers 
‘o recruiting missions in America, He took 


pride im the fact that the United States and 
‘anada maintain peaceful relations without 
forts at the borders, declaring that there was 
ho Teason whiy the whole world should not do 
likewise, He concluded with an explanation 
of the British slogan, “Carry on,’ and said 
the Germans must be pushed back to their own 
borders,

mously pasped:

“We realize that the democratic governments 
of the world have opposed to them the masters 
of many armies, who speak with no common 
purpose, but only from selfish ambition of their 
own by which none can profit but themselves 
and whose peoples are fuel in their hands. Sure- 
ly the past and the present are in deadly grap- 
ple, and the peoples of the world are being done 
to death between them. There can be no 
settlement until military autocracy is decisively 
beaten. This is a Herculean undertaking, and 
will tax to the utmost the spirit of our people. 
The brave boys in our army and navy, with our 
courageous allies, are magnificently and willing- 
ly sacrificing their lives that Hun cruelty anil 
barbarity may not engulf all of the women and 
ebildren of the world. 


“Under such conditions it is our inestimable 
privilege to co-operate and help our government 
in every possible way and to show by our ex- 
pressions here im national meeting assem- 
bled that as an organization we are in full. ac- 
cord and sympathy with the purposes of the 
government, and that we do consecrate our- 
selves to stand -back of and suppert our country 
in this critical struggle of mankind for liberty 
and freedom from arbitrary power. As these 
great ende can only be achieved by work and 
lubor directed to a definite purpose and along

knew their vagaries and their whims and was 
always ready to listen to their troubles and to 
ebare their joys. He was most popular among

learn of the death of their old friend. 


WAS TO GO TO HOSPITAL 


Mr. Coyle was, of course, a close personal 
friend of Mr. Barnum and Colonel Cody. When 
Colonel Cody died two years ago Mr. Coyle de- 
clared that one of his best friends had passed. 
Since that time his own health had been failing 
and during the past few months his condition 
bad gradually grown worse until the end came 
this morning. While his advanced age and con- 
dition of health made it known that the end 
could not long be delayed, it came unexpectedly 
this morning. Preparations had been made to 
take him to a hospital today. 

Mr. Coyle gave up the show business about a 
dozen years ago. He was born in Whitesboro, 
but at the age of six years moved to Weedsport 
with bis parents and since that time it has been 
his home town. When he gave up the circus 
business he went back there and since his re- 
tirement has lived at the Willard House. 

Occasionally he wonld come to. Auburn or 
take a trip te Syracuse. He had a host of 
friends in both cities and these will mourn his 
demise. While his connections with the Bar-

cifferent times. For a time he owned a circus 
ef his own, playing in the South, but gave it 
up to go with Buffalo Bill Show.

all profita to the American Red Cross. So, in 
publishing the song, Waterson, Berlin @ Snyder 
merely acted as Cohan’s agent in the good 
work of assisting the Red Cross. There was no 
endeavor to parade a bigger hit than Over 
There, and no element of materialism, save the 
desire to secure money for a most worthy cause, 
entered into the transaction, 

Had the matter rested there we would prob- 
ably be writing an article along an entirely dif- 
ferent theme, but the very fact that Waterson, 
Berlin & Snyder made fine headway with the 
answer song only served to whet the desire of 
those who witnessed the triumphant result of 
Leo Feist’s investment plunge on Over There. 

M, Witmark & Sons have always been eager 
to do as well on the popular market as they 
formerly did in higher song realms. The min- 
ute a song writer who had demonstrated his 
mettle was released he found a berth with 
Witmark. James V. Monaco was hardly thru 
with Felst when Witmark grabbed him up. 
Walter Donaldson had provided ‘‘Southern" 
songs for nearly all New York publishers when 
Witmark took a chance on his latest ‘‘South- 
ern’’ song. A staff provider of numbers for 
higher realms felt that he was slighted, and 
there was considerable excitement over the 
temporary withdrawal of Ernest R. Ball. 

The fact that the hastily sectreq writers 
failed to come up to expectations made Wit- 
mark particularly anxious to get a song that 
would keep Al Cook busy in the uptown pro- 
fessional department, established when the firm 
decided to go into the popular field ‘‘tooth ana 
nail." They saw what Feist had done with a 
George M. Cohan product and what Waterson 
had accomplished in the casual pursuit of char- 
ity. 
Now you find Witmark’s hat in the ring with 
When You Come Back, If You Do Come Back, 
There’s the Whole World Waiting For You, 
announced as “‘by George M, Cohan, writer of 
Over .There."’ 

George M. Cohan is a remarkable figure in 
American song writing. TVerhaps no creater of 
songs successfully served for as long a period 
of constant endeavor. He quit because he 
found other fields more engrossing, not because 
he became passe. With America in the world 
war, the man who had done so much to promote 
patriotism on the stage again saw the possibili- 
ties of his song writing pen and produced what 
is perhaps his masterpiece, Over There. It met 
with success when published in a limited man- 
ner, The Feist management perceived that 
what the song had accomplished was only a 
forerunner of what could be done. The rest fs 
history. Over There proved to be most cer- 
tainly ‘‘there.”’ 

But there is a HMmit to the Gohan fount of 
genius, as there is to all genius. While his 


second war song, Their Hearts Are Over Here, 
ander the impetus of production usage, per- 
formed a valued function for the Red Cross, 
the most ardent Cohan booster would hardly 
class it with Over There. An examination of 
the latest effort forces the concihsion that 
the campaign is inspired only by the success 
experienced in the popularization of Over 
There. 

Will the ‘‘stolen thunder’ result in a shower 
of prosperity? Only time can tell, Predie- 
tions are, of course, out of order. But suspi- 
cion must be entertained that taking the latest 
effort of America’s greatest song writer may, 
under certain circumstances, prove as disap- 
pointing as is the process of signing up popu- 
lar writers after their period of usefulness with 


other concerns has run its course,—CASPER
